disagree with authority or who incur the personal displeasure 
of those in authority. Even in our neighboring South American 
countries there has been a procedure, when there are visiting 
dignitaries, of rounding up several thousand persons, without 
warrants, and holding them until the dignitary leaves. This 
poses no particular problem in those countries because there is 
not the free society we have and, therefore, the persons 
detained have ao redress. - • . . , ....-• ..
